And it is not Grace, as it may be underſtood, in any 
of its ſupreme Emanations, even from Election to Eter- 
nal Life, or Glory; much leſs of the work of Grace, or 
any gracious Habits, or Actions, as in us, or from us; 
but it is that eternal, glorious, wie , or good Plea ſure, 
according to the Counſel of the Will of God alone, 
as in the Still of Eternity, when the eternal Son, and 
Spirit alone were by him: This is it which ſhews it 
ſelf in all Things, and through all Things unto. everla- 
ſting Life; this hath, and works a Glory in Believers, 
cloaths them with Glory, changes them from glory to gla- 
5; and the things it works are to the glory of God: 
Vet, they are not the fupreme Glory of God, or what he 
deſfign'd for his ſupreme Glory; no nor That moſt perfect 
ſtate of Holineſs, to which the Saviour of the Body ſub- 
limates all his, as ſuch holineſs is found in them; but 
that by his Grace, they are what they are; Even Their 
Juſtified ſtate is therein ſo glorious, not that they are 
Freed from Guilt, and ſtand righteous before God, as it 
is by their Faith in Chrift, and as it is veſted. in them;
